1 - THE SAFETY 




The safely is "off safe'' When 
you can see the red dot and 
ihe lever Is pointing forward- 




To put the pislol "ON SAFE” push 
the safety Fever up so it completaly 
covers the red do! and moves 
no Further 



The safety can be operated with the hammer cocked or not cocked and with the 
pistol loaded w unloaded. There Is not a n^agazine safely, so the pistol may be 
fired with the magazine removed. 

All guna can be dangerous if improperly used. Keep the pistol “on safe'' 
alt the time, except at the aetuai moment of firing, to help protect against 
accidental firing and possible injury or death of yourself or others. 

Your safety DOES; 

* Locks the sear lever so the trigger cannot be pulled and the hammer fall. 
If hammer is back and safety is on, you can move the slide to safety 
check the chamber. 

But your safety DOES NOT: 

* Take the place of safe gun handling. 

Lessen your duty to use the pistol with great care. 

■& Provide foolproof protection against firing. 

There Is aiso an automatic interna! firing pin block which slops the firing pin from 
tiaveiifig forward. The biock is released only by pulling the trigger ail die way to 
the rear, as in firing shot. 

LOWERING THE HAMMER 

EXTREME CAUTION RED JIREDI Both the manual safety and the automatic 
internal firing pin block are “OFF SAFE" when you do this. THE PISTOL CAN 
FIRE IF YOU DO IT WRONG. 

Point the pistol irt a safe direction. Move the safety to the “OFF SAFE” position. 
Grasp the hammer very firmly and put a finger between the hammer and the fir- 
ing pin. Then pull the trigger and slowly let the hammer move forward past the 
half-cock point. RELEASE THE TRIGGER. Then gently let the hammer dowrr 
against the rear of the slide. PUT THE MANUAL SAFETY “ON SAFE”. 



2 HOW TO 



* Press the magazine release 
button and remove the 
magazine from the pistol. 

* Loed the catiridges into 
the magazrpe. Do not forcel 
(see front cover, 
do not overload) 

<r Push the magazine up into the piste! 

firmly until the magazine catch locks it In place 
(do not slam magazine into place), 

TO LOAD THE CHAMBER 

BE SURE YOUR FtNGER IS OUT OF THE TRK3GEH 
GUARD AND OFF THE TRIGGER. 

Holding the pistol grip, grasp the serrations as far Pack as 
possible on the slide and pull the slide rearward until it 
cannot travel any further. 

Release the slide and allow it to go forward into the closed 
position. It will automatically take a cartridge from the magazine 
and load it into the chamber. (Make sure your fingers or hand 
are not in front of the barrel) . 

WARNING! 

YOUR PISTOL IS LOADED AND READY TO FIRE! 

PUSH THE SAFETY UP TO "ON SAFE” IMMEDfATELYI 

To fire, put the safety down (exposing the red dot) and squeeze the trigger, The pistol 
will fire one shot with every squeeze of the trigger until the magazine is empty. 
When the magazine is empty the slide will stay open. You may remove the magazine 
and reload it while the slide Is open, insert the loaded magazine irito the pistol. 
Then press down on the Slide ^op, which lets the slide close and reloads the 
chamber, or pull back slightly on the slide and let it go and the pistol will 
automatically reload the chamber and be ready to fine. 

Choose your target carefully. Be sure there is a safe backstop.

AMMUNITION 

Because of the dangers of poor or nof^exisient quality coritrot standards among 
sojmeqompanilesand people who m-ake reloaded ammunition, and ihe well known 
fact that dangerous overloads ard underloads (squib loads) sometimes occur, v^e 
recommend (hat only goocf quality factory ammunition be fired fn our products. If 
you prepare your own handloads do not exceed recorn mended pressures in line 
with those generated by standard factory bads as manufactured by Remington, 
Winchester, FederaL PMC or other reputable companies. Do not use + P Ammo 
or High Velocis.y High Pressure Ammunition, 



3 HOW TO UNLOAD 

■ BE SURE THE SAFETY fS *‘ON SAFE*' 

Press ihe magazine release but tori and remove the magazine from the pistol. 

Simply removing the magazine does not unload the chamber. If a cartridge 
IS still in the chamber the pistol can fire even with the magazine removed. 

To unload the chamber point the pistol in a safe direction^ keep your finger OUT 
of the trigger guard and OFF THE TRIGGER and move the safety to "OFF SAFE” 
THE PISTOL CAN NOW FIRE IF YOU PULL THE TRIGGER, SO BE VERY CARE- 
FUL! When you grip the pistol for the next step, be sure your finger Is not 
inside the trigger guard. 

Pull the slide to the rear to remove any cartridge that may be in the chamber. 

Always check the chamber to be sure the pistol is completely unloaded. 

The magazine may be unloaded by pressing the cartridges forward and out with 
the thumb. 

A DISASSEMBLY AND CLEANING 

" * Remove the magazine and clear the chamber to he sure the pistol 
is empty. 

TAKEDOWN MARKS 



* Field stripping NO TOOLS, DO NOT pry or hammer on the pistol. 

* Pull the hammer bach to the full cock position, 

* Identify the 2 take down marks behind the safety on the left sides of the slide 
and frame. Pull the slide back slightly to line up the 2 marks. (HINT. Use the 
rear sight for handy leverage when lining up the marks), 

* Remove the slide stop-takedown lever by pushing on the end sticking out of 
the right side of the pistol, and pulling on the fever with your other hand, 

☆ Slide the barrel/slide assembly forward and off the receiver. 

* Hold the slide upside down, retract the recoil spring and remove the recoil 
spring and gufde, 

* Remove the barrel from the slfcle, 

☆ NO FURTHER DISASSEMBLY of the pistol is recom mended . unfess per- 
formed by a qualified gunsmith, Rerrteinber that work done by others and un- 
authorised gunsmilhing by non-factory personnel will void the warranty. 

☆ To reasemble simply reverse this procedure.

Never rely on a gun's "'safety" to protect you from unsafe gun handling A safety 
IS only a mechanical device, not a substitute for common sense. 

Keep your finger Off the trigger until you are actually aiming al the target ready 
to shoot- 

Don't alter or modify your gun, and have guns serviced regularty. 

Be cerfain the gun is unioaded before dearting. 

Always empty guns before entering a house , oar, truck, boat, RV, camp or any 
building. ’ 

Never leave a loaded gun unattended. 

Store guns and ammunition separately beyond the reach of children. 

Don’t "lest the safety" by pulling the trigger white the safely is on. 

Be sure of your target and backstop before you shoot. Ask yourself what your 
bullet will hit if it misses the targai. 

Be sure the barrel ® clear of obstruction before shooting. 

Guns and aloohof or drugs don’t mix. Don't take them before or during shootino 
activities. ^ 

Never pull a gun towards you by the muzzle. Don’t climb a tree or cross a fence 
or ditch with a loaded gun. 

Load arid unload with the muzzle pofnted in a safe directio-n. 

If a gun fails to fire when trigger is pulierf, keep it pointed at target for at least 
aosecohos. Sometimes slow primer ignition will cause a "hang fire" and the car- 
tridge win go off after a short pause. 

Never shoot at hard flat surfaces or water... bullets will ricoche!, 

When receiving a gun always open the action and check that it’s unloaded. 
Never put your hand over the muzzle of a gun.

If yog do drop your gun, unbad it and chack it for proper function before using 
if again. 

Always wear ficure&cent orange vest, hat or jacket when in the woods or fSelde. 

Never let water, $now, rmud or other material enter barrel 

Firearms should be unfoaded when not actually in use.
